A man who took a rich and good-natured valetudi- 
narian abroad declared with enthusiasm on his return to 
America that there was no pleasure comparable with 
the joy of travelling in Europe with a perfectly healthy 
invalid. In much the same spirit may it be said, if one 
is bound to have an incurable disease, let him, in pref- 
erence to all others, choose the complaint known as 
book-madness. As a mania it is beyond compare, hav- 
ing a score of virtues. It is distinguished, gentlemanlike, 
comfortable. One is radiantly, if feverishly, happy 
through the acute stage, serene and complacent during 
the long period of convalescence, and heartily to be 
congratulated in case of a relapse. And there is an ad- 
vantage growing out of the fact that the restful middle 
period is capable of being indefinitely prolonged. 

But a practical and unregenerate public, studious 
chiefly of the insides of volumes, laboring under the 
impression that books were made to read rather than 
to gloat over, blind to the sentiment that clings about 
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a first edition, and weak enough to ask that all edges 
be trimmed, and all margins be made straight and 
narrow, from a Who's Who to a Moxon Tennyson of 
1857, — such a public is not easily convinced of the 
benefit coming from a long and severe attack of biblio- 
mania. 

The brotherhood of bibliophiles is more liberal. 
The most ardent collector has his sober moments in 
which he is willing to grant that literature stands first 
and bibliography waits at a respectful distance. If at 
times the collector seems to lose his sense of proportion, 
he may be forgiven; it is not easy to bestow the same 
measure of love upon each of two beautiful objects. 

Granting the preeminence of literature, that man is 
none the less to be pitied in whose mind a book has 
not some charm entirely apart from grace of style and 
rich intellectual content. There are men who get the 
same pleasure out of Horace whether they read him in 
the plain text of B. Teubner, ad usum scholarurriy or in 
the lovely little edition made by John Baskerville of Bir- 
mingham in the year 1763. Such readers are not bar- 
barians, but through their indifference do they most as- 
suredly deprive themselves of a legitimate and a great 
pleasure. 

It is sad to find Lord Chesterfield speaking disrcspect- 
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fully of bibliomania, and setting forth the wholly repre- 
hensible doctrine that the **last editions are always the 
best, if the editors are not blockheads.” Lord Chester- 
held was a remarkable man, having sensible notions 
about books, politics, and deportment. He was far from 
being either a “fribble” or a “Turveydrop.” He de- 
spised cant as heartily as some more rigid moralists; he 
hated a coxcomb, though often accused of being one; 
and he promulgated sound views as to the “distribution 
of functions between knives and forks.” He recom- 
mended his son to buy good books and read them, but 
warned him “ not to understand title-pages and editions 
too well.” He even went so far as to tell the youth that 
he could **find something better to do than run to Mr. 
Osborne’s at Gray’s Inn to pick up scarce books.” 

One wishes that his lordship had not said this. The 
case may have been exceptional. Perhaps Chesterfield 
felt that a young man who needed to be advised how 
to enter a drawing-room without falling over the rug 
could leave book-collecting until a more convenient 
season. That the distinguished nobleman had himself 
at one time yielded to the passion he condemns, would 
seem to be clear; for he confesses to the ownership of 
a few “curious books.” It is a redeeming trait, not 
alone in a Chesterfield but in any man. I should not 
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wish to see the race of book-hunters indefinitely multi- 
plied; ’twere a mad world then. But I could rejoice 
to know that everyone had a touch of this humanizing 
passion, that not a few were adepts, and that there were 
some three or four in each generation who, to sustain 
the noble traditions of their craft, squandered time and 
wasted money in Richard Heber’s most royal manner. 

As many as are the collectors of books, so many and 
so varied are their ways of getting their treasures to- 
gether. No two buy in quite the same fashion. Some 
men will not purchase the book they have not seen and 
handled; others will order from over seas and trust to 
luck. One collector goes the round of the shops; his 
neighbor stays at home and reads catalogues. There be 
sybarites who distrust any volume not bought at some 
Palace of Books on Fifth Avenue. More adventurous 
spirits haunt the purlieus of Fourth Avenue hard by the 
stage entrance of the ancient Star Theatre, or penetrate 
the catacomb of books under the Old South Church, 
or brave the draughts in the alley-way near the Sign of 
the Bookman on the Step-ladder, over against the Post- 
Office. 

A few collectors take so deep an interest in the ac- 
quirement of the book that they must needs pay the 
money with their own hands and carry the coveted 
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volume home, so as to be sure they have it. But 
F. B. W. buys vicariously and will not be seen with a 
bundle. Another type is J. D. M., who purchases 
en bloc^ going into a shop and “biting ofF a whole shelf- 
full,” as an astonished salesman once remarked. He 
tears out the heart of a small collection, so that the 
dealer must immediately replenish his stock. He not 
only leaves no good thing behind him, but frequently 
he leaves nothing. Emptiness and Vacancy wait upon 
his footsteps, as Famine and Desolation waited upon 
Attila the Hun. This is a glorious way in which to 
buy; one needs, however, a peculiar temperament to 
be able to enjoy it. For an example of the opposite 
type there is L. H. V., who bought a good book in 
1889, and is now thinking seriously of buying another. 
The late F. R., actuated by no selfish motives to be 
sure, bought duplicates, and presented the shameless 
spectacle of a man with three copies of the first edition 
of Hazlitt’s Liber Amoris, while collectors in good 
standing had to be content with a reprint. P. L., gen- 
erous to a fault with his friends, uses marvellous finesse 
in getting the spoils of certain robber-booksellers, leav- 
ing them under the mistaken impression that they have 
acquitted themselves like men. So we might go on 
almost indefinitely. The ways of book-collectors are 
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not only past finding out, but they are astonishingly 
varied. 

I am told that the larger part of the fine collection 
recorded in this volume was bought from catalogues. 
This is a notable fact, for catalogues, like men, are of 
all sorts and conditions, and there is need sometimes of 
great acuteness if one would determine what a book 
really is from what the catalogue says it is. Mr. Arnold, 
in pursuit of his volumes, read catalogues by the hour, 
by the day, by the month. Collectors less indefatigable 
than he would have found the effort exhausting. Yet 
there must have been moments of humorous relaxation ; 
some catalogues are as mirthful reading as Herring- 
shaw’s Cyclopedia of Local and National Poets of America, 
And it is a striking fact that the presence of the coveted 
treasure was revealed to Mr. Arnold in not a few in- 
stances by the vague character of the entry. The col- 
lector used apparently a sort of divining-rod. The very 
absence of tangible fact stimulated the imagination. 
The book was discovered through the significant mute- 
ness of the catalogue. 

Many striking facts have been brought to light by 
the dispersal of this part of Mr. Arnold’s books. The 
following unique catalogue, showing as it does both 
purchase and selling price in every instance, makes clear 
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how healthy and vigorous is the interest in American 
First Editions. Perhaps the uniformly excellent state 
of the books helped to stimulate the desire of collec- 
tors. Here was a chance to fill the vacant places in 
one’s own library, not alone with an example of the 
coveted volume, but with a perfect example. Buyers 
of rare books are a peculiar people in that they continu- 
ally yearn after perfection. They see no humor in the 
remark of that good woman who, answering an adver- 
tisement for a certain out-of-the-way piece of literature, 
wrote that she had a copy of the book in question 
which she was willing to sell for five dollars; it was 
in perfect condition except that the title-page and the 
last four leaves were gone.” We have grown fastidious 
in these matters, though as yet some people know it 
not. We insist that our books have not title-pages 
merely and all the leaves, but certain refinements to 
which the world’s coarse thumb and finger are not 
sensitive. 

It is gratifying to find how in several cases the large 
price was given for that which was literature as well as 
a bibliographical curiosity. One hundred and ten dol- 
lars is a goodly sum to pay for a copy of Lowell’s Bir- 
mingham address On Democracy. Such books, it may 
be remarked, are only for bachelors, who, unlike mar- 
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ricd men» have no more agreeable and useful way of 
spending their money. To this end were bachelors 
created, just as, according to an eminent humorist, 
Germans were created that there might always be a 
steady market for spectacles. The price paid for the 
book in question was large, but Lowell’s address is a 
noble piece of writing. The passion for collecting is 
altogether to be commended when it pursues objects 
like this. 

May fortune attend these books as they settle them- 
selves in their new homes. And may we, who could 
not afford to buy, find on twenty-five cent counters and 
in boxes intended for missionaries in foreign parts, 
copies more beautiful than any described in these pages. 
And furthermore, may we be humble at such moments, 
not looking with contempt upon unhappy rich collec- 
tors who can only acquire their books by paying for 
them what they are really worth.

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MAN THE REFORMER.

Mr. President, akd Gentlemen, 

^ T WISH to Oder to your consideration some thoughts on the particular and general re- 
lations of man as a reformer. I shall assume that the aim of each young man in this 
association is the very highest that belongs to a rational mind. Let it be omuted, that 
our life, as we lead it, is common and mean ; that some of those offices and functions for 
which we were mainly created are gprown so rare in society, that the memory of them is 
only kept alive in old books and in dim traditions ; that px^hets and poets, that beau- 
fnl and perfect men, we are not now, no, nor have even seen such ; that some boutm of 
human instruction are almost unnamed and unknown among us ; that the community in 
which we live will hardly bear to be told that every man should be o^n to ecstacy or a 
divine illumination, and*w daily walk elevated by intercourse with the spiritual world. 
Grant all this, as we must, yet 1 suppose none of my auditors, — no honest and intelligent 
soul will deny that we ought to sees: to establish ourselves in such disciplines and cour« 
ses as will deserve that ^idance and clearer communication with the spiritual nature. 
And further, 1 will not mssemble my hope, that each person whom I address has £slt his 
own call to ciast aside all evil customs, timidities, ana limitations, and to be in his place 
a free and helpful man, a reformer, a beneiactor, not content to slip along through the 
world like a footman or a spy, escaping by his nimbleness and apologies as many knocks 
as he can, but a brave and upright man, who must find or cut a straight road to eve^- 
thiug excellent in the earth, and not only go honorably himself, but make it easier for 
all who follow him, to go in honor, and with benefit. 

In the history of the world the doctrine of Reform had never such ^ 

S resent hour. Lutherans, Hemhutters, Jesuits, Monks, Quakers, Knox, Wesley, Swe- 
enborg, Bentham, in their accusations of soote^, all respected someihing, — church or 
state, literature or history, domestic usages, the market town, the dinner table, coined 
money. But now all these and all things else bear the trumi^t and must rush to judg- 
ment, — Christianity, the laws, commerce, schools, the farm, the laboratorr; and not a 
kingdom, town, statute, rite, calling, mati, or woman, but is threatened by uie new spirit. 

What if some of the objections and objectors whereby our institutions arc assailed are 
extreme and speculative, and the reformers tend to idealism ; that only shows the extra- 
vagance of the abuses which have driven the mind into the opposite extreme. It is when 
your facts and persons grow unreal and fantastic by too muca falsehood, that the scholar 
flies for refuge to the world of ideas, and aims to recruit and replenish nature from that 
source. Let ideas establish their legitimate swry again in socie^, let life be fair and 
poetic, and the scholars will gladly be lovers, ditizens, and philanthropists. 

It will afford no security uom the new iaeas, that the old nations, the laws of centu- 
ries, the property and institutions of a hundred cities, are all built on other foundations. 
The demon of reform has a secret door into the heart of every lawmaker, of every inlia- 
bitant of every city. The fact, that a new thought and hope have dawned in your breast, 
should apprise you that in the same hour a new light broke in upon a thousand privam 
hearts. That secret which you would fain keep, — as soon as^ you go abroad, lo ! there is 
one standing on the doorstep, to tell you the same. There is not the most bronzed and 
sharpened money-catcher, w^ does not, to your consternation almost, imail and shako 
the moment he hears a qptiestion prompt^ by the new ideas. We thought he had some

GsimaEiCHir,— I was lii^^j* gMitiflied by tbo insertion of a portion of my letter in the last 
number of your ▼almable and entertaining^ Miscellany, though in a type which rendered its 
substance inacoessible even to the beautiftil new spectacles presented to mo by a Committee of 
the Parish on KewoYear*s Da^r. I trust that I was able to bear your very considerable abridge 
ment of my lucubrations with a spirit becoming a Christian. My third grand-daughter. Re- 
bekab, aged fourteen 3rear8, and whom I have trained to read slowly and with proper em- 
phasis, (a practice too mu^ neglected in our modem systems of education,) read aloud to me 
the eaccellent essay upon ** Old Age,** the authour of which I cannot help suspecting to ho a 
young man«a<rho has never yet known what it was to have snow (canities marasa) upon his own 
roof. jD^ssoloe yw^rtes, lairge super Jbeo Ugna repanens^ Is a rule for the young, whoso wood-pile 
is yet abundant for such cheerful lenitives. A good life behind him is the l^t thing to keep 
an old man*s shoulders iVom shivering at every breath of sorrow or ill-fortune. “ But methinks 
it were easier for an old man to feel the disadvantages of youth than the advantages of age. Of 
these latter I reckon one of the chiefest to be this: that we attach a less inordinate value to our 
own productions, and, distrusting daily more and more our own wisdom, (with the conceit where- 
of at twenty we wrap ourselves away ftorn knowledge as with a garment,) do reconcile ourselves 
with the wisdom of God. I could have wished, indeed, that room might have been made for 
the residue of the anecdote relating to Deacon Tinkham, which would not only have gratified 
a natural curiositj- on the part of the publick, fss I have reason to know from several letters 
of inquiry already received,) but would also, as I think, have largely increased the circulation 
of your Magazine in this town. UTihil humani ab’enum, there is a curiosity about the affairs 
of our neighbours which is not only pardonable, but even commendable. But I shall abide a 
more fitting season. 

As touching the following literary effort of Esquire Biglow, much might bo profitably said 
on the tbpick of Idylllck and Pastoral Poetry, and concerning the prox>er distinctions to be made 
between them, from Theocritus, the inventor of the former, to Collins, the latest authour I know 
of who has -emulated the clasaicks in the latter style. But in the time of a civil war worthy a 
Milton to defend and a Lucan to sing, it may be reasonably doubted whether the publick, never 
too studious of serious instruction, might not consider other objects more deserving of present 
attention. Concerning the title of Idyll, which Mr. Biglow has adopted at my. suggestion, it 
may not be improper to animadvert, that the name properly signifies a poem somewhat ruatick 
in phrase, (for, though the learned are not agreed as to Che particular dialect employed by The- 
ocritus, they are universonimous both as to its rusticity and its capacity of rising now and then 
to the level of more elevated sentiments and expressions,) while it is also descriptivo of real 
scenery and manners. Tet it must be admitted that the production now in question (whicb 
here and there bears perhaps too plainly the marks of my correcting hand) does partake of the 
nature of a Pastoral, inasmuch as the interlocutors therein are purely- imaginary beings, and the 
whole is little better than xarTvoi) oKiag dvap. The plot waa, as I believe, suggested by the 
“Twa Briggs ** of Robert Bums, a Scottish poet of the last century, as that found its prototype 
in the “Mutual Complaint of Plainstanes and Causey” by Fergusson, though the metre of thia 
latter be different by a foot in each verse. I reminded my talented young parishioner and 
fdend that Concord Bridge had long since yielded to tbe edacious tooth of Time. But he 
answered me to this effect : that there was no greater mistake of an authour than to suppose 
the reader had no of his own ; that, if once that faculty was to bo called into activity, it 

wore better to be in for the whole sheep than tbe shoulder; and that he knew Concord like a book, 
— an expression questionable in propriety, since there are few things with which he Is not more 
IkmiliaiC than with the printed page. In proof of what ho affrmed, be showed me some verses 
which with others he had stricken out as too much delaying the action, but which I commu- 
nicate in this place because they rightly define “ punkin-seed,” (which Mr. Bartlett would have 
a kind of perch,— -a creature to which I have found a rod or polo not to be so easily equivalent 
in our inland waters as In the books of arithmetic,) and because it conveys an eulogium on tbe 
worthy son of ah excellent fisther, with whose acquaintance (eheu, fugaces ammit ) I was formerly 
honoured.

To have achieved 
even these prosaic results (if you choose to call them so), 
and that out of materials the most discordant, I might say 
the most recalcitrant, argues a certain beneficent virtue in 
the system that could do it, and is not be accounted for 
by mere luck. Carlyle said scornfully that America meant 
only roast turkey every day for everybody He forgot 
that States, as Bacon said of wars, go on their bellies 

As for the security of property, it should be tolerably 
well assured in a country where every other man hopes to 
be rich, even though the only property qualification be the 
^ownership of two hands that add to the general wealth. Is 
it not the best security for anything to interest the largest 
possible number of persons in its preservation and the 
smallest in its division ? In point of fact far-seeing men 
count the increasing power of wealth and its combinations 
as one of the chief dangers with which the institutions of 
the United States are threatened in the not distant future. 

The right of individual property is no doubt the very corner- 
stone of civilisation as hitherto understood, but I am a 
little impatient of being told that property is entitled to 
exceptional consideration because it bears all the burthens 
of the State It bears those indeed which can most easily 
be borne, but poverty pays with its person the chief 
expenses of war, pestilence, and famine. Wealth should 
not forget this, for Poverty is beginning to think of it now ^ ^ 

and then.^ rj P 

I should not think of coming before you to defend or to ^
